Two-Alarm Fire. 


Daring the raging blizzard of Monday 


afternoon tho great bnrnlike slructun 
on Albro street, owned by John' P 
Fritz and occupied as a barrel factory 
was destroyed in a spectacular. Tiro that 
threatened the neighboring houses am 
that brought terror to many who sav 
tho red reflection of the 'flames on th 
snow. It was a wild night for a fir 
and it meant the hardest kind of hare 
work, not only for the firemen but fo 
tho horses that toiled to drag the hoav 
engines through the drifted snow. Th 
auto apparatus was an easy favorite" 
and plowed through the heavy drifts 
without a sign of fatigue. Although 
the storm delayed the arrival of-the ap- 
paratus to someextont and made, the 
work harder for all'concerned, it was in 
a way a blessing for it threw fireproof 
covering over the roofs in the neigh- 
borhood that killed the sparks nsnuickly 
as they landed. Had it not been for 
tho anow the fire must certainly have 
done more damage than it did and some 
of the other buildings .would certainly 
have gone.; 


The barrel factory was an immense 


wooden structure that had long hecn 
regarded as a menace to tho neighbor- 
hood, that section haying grown con- 
siderably since it was built. It was oc- 
cupied by tho Newport Provision Com- 
pany, and the manager, John J. Dono- 
van was engaged in cleaning his auto- 
mobile when it suddenly caught fire and 
was quickly a mass of flame. The. fire 
spread quickly to the building itself and 
Mr. Donovan had a narrow escape from 
being penned in by the flames. 


An alarm was at once given and the 


fire apparatus was soon on the way, 
struggling through the deep snow. It 
was a bad locality to reach even in good 
weather, and the engines had a hard 
time getting there and some of them 
were stalled in blind alleys. There was 
a shortage of men, so a second alarm 
was struck to bring out more, the sec- 
ond alarm being repeated later. A call 
to headquarters by an excited woman 
who thought that her house on Bay 
View avenue was on fire resulted in 
striking another box for the same fire, 
»nd this really called the entire depart- 
ment to the scene. 


The barrel factory was soon a mass of 


flames and the entire northern section 
of the city was practically as light as 
day, the diffused light in the snow mak- 
ing it really difficult to tell in which di- 
rection was the actural fire. Many 
people in that section became seriously 
alarmed even though they were consid- 
erable distances from the fire.

Mr. Andrew Brycr, at one time one 


of the best known business men In New- 
port, died at his homo on Broadway 
Tuesday afternoon, after having been 
In very poor health for fovoral years. 
Some months ago ho submitted to an 
operation which relieved him for a short 
timo, but his sufferings had been very 
severe in tho last few weeks and death 
come to him as a welcome relief. 


Mr. Brycr was born in Newport In 


1835, being one of a family of ten chil- 
dren. His father, Pclcg Bryor, was a 
Nowport merchant, and much of An- 
drew's early boyhood was passed In tho 
store.

It is estimated that 


the expense of operation during the 
'winter would amount to $2000 a month, 
and as the receipts could not possibly 
a'mo.unt to more than a tenth of that 
sum it can be seen how rapidly the ap- 
parent profits of summer operation 
could vanish in the winter time.

likely that ho gave this feature a 
second thought. The only beneficial ef- 
fect lie expected, so far as his products 
wore concerned, was higher efficiency 
and greater enthusiasm among his em- 
ployes 
But one criticism after another 


has followed his action. 
His plant was 


surrounded by unsuccessful applicants 
for positions and when the word was 
sent out that nJ mire could bo em- 
ployed, the disappointed, in disregard of 
nil logic and justice, threw things at 
his planL causing some wreck 
Be- 


cause he nad adopted an almost unpre- 
cendcnted plan of 'generosity, tho un- 
reasoning telt that no was somehow to 
blsme because they could not share in 
the blessings. 


Users of his products throughout the 


country began insisting that fie should 
reduce the price. Prior to his annouu ce- 
ment the wonder hnd been that he could 
produce his machines for tho money 
Other manufacturers espresso.! the 
fear that tho Ford example would cause 
unrest throughout tho craft and that 
similar demands by employes would bo 
made in plants that pay all they c»n af- 
ford to pay now. 
Economists predicted 


that the publicity given the amount of 
the Ford profits would in a short time 
cause new rivals to arise and maintain 
such close competition as to leave small 
profits to share. The paying of a 
sweeper?! a day iame in for criticism 
from various trades.

pression that Mr. Ford had been guilty 
of some monstrous crime against o> 
g.anizod society

mayor, pledged to upset all the prac- 
tices of tha ages, in so far as he could.
